Electric Bells Ring, Windows 
Dampen, and Wall Paper 
Sags at Approach. 


CAR RIDERS GET SHOCKS. 


The freak thunder shower that Burst over 
Chicago at 8:08 o'clock last night heralded 
its coming by ringing electric bells all over 
the city. 

A combination of other extraordinary con- 
ditiong before the storm ineluded: 

A gilase of moisture on furniture 
and windows. 

Falling plaster. 

Houses reeking of calcimine. 
Passengers shocked on street cars. 
Electric lights winking out, 

Buildings with marble interiors were sleek 
with the damp, which settled on the polished 
surfaces. The city hall was ike Mammoth 
cave. 

Water oozed from the walls and ceilings 
throughout the building. The marble work 
became covered with great drops of water 
which ran down the walls and dripped 
from the céilings; chairs and furniture were 
damp and sticky, and floors presented the ap- 
pearance of having just been mopped. 


Hotel Passage Like “Venice.” 

Among other results of the storm was @ 
miniature underground Venice. It was lo- 
cated In the marble lined passageway under 
East Congress street, between the Congress 
and Auditorium hotels. 

The cement between marble flagstones in 
the passageway was washed out in sev. 
eral places, allowing water to seep through. 
Puddles soon gathered and persons using 
the passageway were forced to ase detours 
to keep their feet dr 

„It's all complete but the ducks abd gon- 
dolas, said a stout man, as he splashed 
his way from one hotel to the other. 


Weather Man Explains Freak. 

Prof. H. J. Gox, forecaster, accounted for 
the storm's advance phenomena in this way: 

“The changing barometric pressure caused 

a shifting of the wind away from the lake 
* before noon permitting the temperature 
to climb. As a result the air outside grad- 
ually grew wärmer and warmer, while the 
air indoors remained at its autumn tempera- 
tute. The warm atmosphere carried lots of 
moisturé and as it passed into cool homes 
and buildings it quickly condensed, settling 
on furniture. 

“ Plaster dampened, tov, accounting for the 
loosening of some ceilings and the smell of 
calcimine that pervaded homes. Where win 
dows were kept down the moisture nulsance 
wasn’t noticed indoors, although the panes 
of glass were, of course, coated. 


Moisture Causes Short Circuits. 

“T underdstand that electric bells, especially 
the elevator belis in the buildings down- 
town, rang before the storm. The moisture 
undoubtedly caused short circuits, and this 
is what made the bells ring, as well as caus- 
ing shocks to passengers on street cars when 


they touched any metal.

Evidence in Commission's Hands 
Said to Show How Districts 
Are “Farmed Out". 


WAYMAN GIVES WHEELOCK AD 


Enough evidence was brought to the atten- 
tion of the civil service commission yesterday 
to show its members that if they pursue 
their inquiry into gambling and vice in Chi- 
cago to its legitimate limits they may have 
no difficulty in showing that the city is regu- 
larly apportioned and farmed out to an 
underworld organization in all respects 
worthy of Tammany Hall in the heyday of 
the Tweed régime. 

This was the consensus of opinion of the 
men—city officials, gamblers, newepaper re- 
porters, and policemen—who kept in touch 
during the afternoon with what was going 
on at the city hail. 

The foundation was laid, it wes agreed, for 
an inguisition that would lay bare the gam- 
bing and the vice organizations in all their 
ramificationa, The truth, it was said, can be 
brought out now if the inquiry is “on the 
square.“ 


Have Three “Spoils Districts.” 
The facts already brought to the attention 
of the commission are said to have disclosed 
the existence of three well defined “ spoils 
a (Gistricts.” Bach of these districts is in charge 


* men higher up in Chicago’ “ life-sized in- 
tation of Tammany Hall. 

Names used in the discussion of the per- 
sonnel of this army were numerous. Some 
of them were mentioned vaguely, others witb 
considerable positiveness. But when it came 
to mentioning the big bosses of the districts

Name the Vice “Triumvirate,” 
: The three were pointed out as follows: 
“HINKY DINK” KENNA, alder- 
man of the First ward, He is cred- 
ited with being the ruler and court 
of last resort from Madison street south 
to Sixty-third street. 


JAMES A. QUINN (Hot Stove Jim- 
my). He is reputed to be the dispenser- 
in-chief of all “ privileges” from the 
river to Wilson avenue. 


B. J. (BARNEY) GROGAr. Known 
everywhere in the underworld as the 
distributer of “ concessions ’' on the west 
side. He succeeded John Brennan as 
the boss of this district. 


Where the Money Goes. 

While hundreds of men on the police force 
are declared to have a hand in the running 
of the tribute collecting machinery, the big 
proceeds are said to pasa beyond the police 
department members except the smaller per- 
centages, which are taken out for “ collec- 
tion charges. 

With new evidence pouring in from all 
sides, William W. Wheelock yesterday 
formed a new alliance which struck terror in 
the ranks of the corrupt police and the deni- 
zens of the vice districts. State's Attorney 
Wayman in a telephone conference with the 
special counsel for the commission offered 
to help in the investigation of the police de- 
partment in every way possible. 

Mr. Wayman cemented the alliance by 
sending the attorney a complete stenographic 
copy of the statement made to him by Tim- 
othy Murphy, former partner of Mont Tennes, 
the gambling trust head. 


See Call for More Policemen. 

„ won't say whether or not we have the 
key to the vice report,” he said. “ We are 
goli~iting all the information that we can 
obtain. I want every one who has. any in- 
formation to bring it in. Any one who has 
such information may rest assured that ne 
confidences will be violated by me.” 

Policemen saw a sinister warning during 
the day in an announcement in the official 
bulletin of the commission which said that 
arrangements were being rushed to give 2,500 
men the mental part of the examination for 
éntrance to the police force. This is an un- 
usual number to be on the waiting Het for 
places as patrolmen, and the fact thatthe ex- 
aminations were to be held as soon as possi- 
ble led many members of the force to believe 
that a cleanup was expected. 

Chief McWeeny and his inspectorg, at least 
five of whom are expected to be made sub- 
jects of charges before the hearings are con- 
cluded, are awaiting with interest the out- 
come of the inquiry. The chief stoutly de- 
nied a current report that he was consid- 
ering resignation. — :

Those who knew Coughlin in the 
old days, and of the love he bore his family, 
say that convincing proof of his Geath is fur- 
nished by the raffle which Mrs. Coughlin has 
announced. 

For if Dan Coughlin was alive, say these 
same friends, his wife would receive a 
monthly check from him, as she always did. 
With the death of Big Dan ended the 
monthly stipend that he never failed to send 
to the Mttle woman back in Chicago from 
his exile in Central America. 

Maintaining the same stoli@ secrecy that 
has marked her blighted life since Dan first 
got Into trouble, Mrs, Coughlin refused last 


night to discuss the subject of his death. 


Sad Life Seen in Her Face. —

Dan was hunted by the state for at- 
tempted jury bribing, and he filed to Central 
America. This was th June, 1899. He took 
the name of “ Jim Davis and for nine years 
he was employed as foreman of a large con- 
struction company in Puerto Cortez, Spanish 
Honduras. It was Dan Coughlin who super 
intended the work of raising the whole town 
of Puerto Cortes to make it more healthy. 


Said to Have Died in Honduras. 

He ts said to have died of tuberculosis in 
Honduras and Nes in an unmarked grave. 
Many of Coughlin's old associates on the 
police force refused to believe he was dead, 
but there is no longer any reason to doubt 
ft. The raffle of the household goods that 
“ Big Dan purchased in the days of his 
prosperity, when he conducted a gowntown 
saloon, is proof positive, say former skep- 
tica, that Dan Coughlin is no more. 

Dan Coughlin was a detective at the Chi- 
cago avenue station in May, 18898, when he 
was arrested with several others for com- 
plicity in the murder of Dr. Cronin. The 
case was one of the most sensational tn local 
criminal history. 

Coughlin and two others—Martin Burke 
and Patrick O’Sullivan—were conyicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the Joliet | 
penitentiary. Eleven of the jurors voted 
for the death penalty. ‘Their lives were 
saved by John Culver of Evanston. 


Coughlin Gets New Trial. 

Burke and O'Sullivan died in prison within 
two years of their conviction. Influential 
friends procured a new trial for Coughiin, 
and, as many of the origina) witnesses were 
dead or could not be found, he was acquitted 
by the second jury. 

Soon afterward he went into the saloon 
business with Michael McNamara at 123 (old 
number) South Clark street. The place was 
patronized by politicians and city ball em- 
ployés, and he did a big businesm 

The city was startled one day when it was 
announced that Big Dan Coughlin was 
sought as a briber.

Attack Mars Gala Occasion. 

The opera was a gala occasion, to celebrate 
the conclusion of the reception by the em- 
peror and his advisers of the deputations 
from the western Zesmtvos, who were elected 
under the Stolypin law and are generally 
composed of government adherents. 

Just before the opera there had bees an im- 
perial reception to the nobility, where there 
| was a brilliant gathering of Polish maynates, 
headed by Prince Sanguszko and Prince Rad- 
giwill. At this function, while care was taken 
to avoid any show of partisanship, the em 
peror had made it plain by his attitude that 
the supporters of M. Stolypin would be ad- 
vanced to high court rank by royal appoint- 
ments. 

This was the crowd that adjourned, in rare 
good humor, to the scene of the assassination 
of the premier. The auditorium was filled 
to overflowing, for this has been a crowded 
week in Kiev. Three hundred thousand per- 
sons were present at the unveiling early in 
the afternoon of the monument to Alezander 
II., and cheered the emperor as he rode at the 
head of a detachment of troops and saluted 
the monument in military fashion. 


Police Guard Relaxed. 

The entire festival at Kiev has been marked 
by the absence of the usual rigid police guard 
about the royal family and cabinet. There 
wae a garden party last night attended dy 
the royal family, at which the grounds were 
guarded only by student volunteers. * 

This is the fourth attempt on the premier’s 
life in five years. On Aug. . 1006, 4 bomb 
was exploded in Stolypin's residence. The 
premier, who had been in his high office only 
a month, escaped injury in the explosion, 
but thirty-two persons. were killed and at 
least fifty were injured, the bomb having 
been set off by a party of terroriste whe 
invaded the villa while a reception was in 
progress. The leader of the assassins was 
Killed by his own bomb. 

_ Premier Stolypin’s two children were badly 
hurt in this explosion, his daughter's injur- 
tes being so severe that it was feared for a 
time both her legs would have to be ampu- 
tated. Hie son was less severely maimed. 
On this occasion the premier's first question 
after he had crawled from the debris was: 
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mumber of discontented people.

Two years thereafter he 
was transferred to the ministry of agricul- 
ture, but he stald in hie new position only a 
short time. 


Regarded as People’s Champion. 


Owning an estate in Kovno, M. Stolypin 


made up his mind to retire from a public 
career and to lead the life of a country gen- 
tleman. As an entertainer on his estate 
he was a great success. At that time he wat 
so pronouncedly democratic in his tendencies 


that the people looked upon him as ae | 


champion. 

The democratic tendencies of M. Stoly pin, 
however, were more in the seeming than in 
the reality. .The government finally per- 
suaded him to return to public life, and when, 
im 1809 Count Suboff died he was made mar 
shal of the provincial nobility in the count’s 
place. 

Not long thereafter M. Stolypin was ap- 
pointed vice governor of Grodno. In 1904 he 
was promoted to the governorship of Saratoff, 


Strong Handed Reformer. 

As Stolypin outlined the policy of the gov- 
ernment on assuming the premiership in 1006 
it was to be one of “ strong handed reform.” 
He promptly issued circulars to the provin- 
cial authorities, directing. them to spare no 
- efforts to prevent disturbances. Ae minister 
of the interior, prior to taking over the pre- 
miership, he was assailed in the duma in 
making his first speech with cries at mur- 
derer and “ assassin.” 

The retaliatory steps which he took against 
the terrorists and liberals alike on him the 
Getestation of the advanced parties and the 
support of the administration. “ Stolypin’s 
necktie ’’ became the synonym for the hang- 
man's noose throughout Russia. 


Resigned Office; Took It 
The premier quarreled frequently with the 
duma and was victorious in his disputes 
with that body owing to the confidence which 


the emperor reposed in him. 
Stolypin resigned as premier and minister 
of the interior on March 20 of this year, but 
three days later reconsidered his action. 
The resignation was presented because the 
council of the empire rejected his zemstvo 
bill, and it was announced that the emperor 
had accepted, appointing M. Kokovsoff, mm- 
ister of finance, to fill the premiership. 
Later, however, it was learned that the 
emperor had used his personal influence to 
retain Stolypin in office. 


LIGHT ON STOLYPIN’S POLICY. 


A correspondent of the London Tribune in 
Bt. Petersburg some time ago had an inter- 
view with Premier Stolypin which he re- 
ported as follows: 

M. Stolypin Sica Sans fe dae meas mes 
dia} and simple manner. We set down, and 
I put to him the chief question of interest for 
England; 

How do you expect to pase from the pol - 
icy of repression to the one of reform which 


you have promised? 


Polcy of repression! *’ he exclaimed. In 
what does England see ‘repression’? Does 
the population here feel the repreesions? You 
probably mean the stopping of the news- 
papers? 

Tes, and also the interdiction of meet- 
ings, the suppression of unions, and the cloe- 
ing of large publishing and printing offices,” 


Tells Cause of | 

“Ah, yes. Of meetings, too. That is only 
a temporary matter.” And the premier pro- 
ceeded to plain that all the measures which 
are considered repressive had been taken only 
in order to prevent an outburst which the 
dissolution of the duma might have brought 
about, and that as soon as there ie 4 sign of 
abatement in the general excitement he wid 
again allow moderate constitutional papers 
to reappear and meetings to be held, always, 
of course, within the limite of Russian law, 
which the premier considers to be very lib- 
era).

To be sure he cannot pass 
bills through the house and the senate, but 
he has it in his power to prevent their enact- 
ment into law even though passed by the 
house and senate. For four years temper- 
ance legislation in Illinois will rest largely in 
his hands. It requires a two-thirds vote of 
the house and the senate to pass à bill over 
the governor's veto. 

“Every one knows that the fight between 
the temperance forces and the liquor inter- 
ests is so close in INinols that neither can 
expect to control two-thirds of either house 
or senate. They are fortunate. indeed if 
they can secure a bare majority. Therefore, 
neither the liquor interests nor the temper- 
ence forces can pass a bill over the veto of 
the governor. The governor can defeat al! 
temperance bills: He can defeat all liquor 
bills. 

“The Anti-Galoon league expects you to

All Depends on Fatherland's Next Move 
in Morocco Clash. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Sept. 14.~As showing the tense 
state of public feeling over the Mofoccan sit- 
vation a report was published this morning 
that a force of German Uhlans, belonging te 
one of the katser's crack regiments, had 
crossed the frontier near Luneville.

Depends on Germany’s Next Move. 

All will depend om Germany's next move. 
It is understood the memorandum to M. Cam- 
ben, whith explains the German “amend- 
ments” to the French proposals, points out 
in the clearest manner that France will not 
admit of any tampering with the two basic 
principais of her proposals—namely: the ab- 
Morocco and the absolute politica} upre- 
macy of France. 

The memorandum states that France is 
ready to deal with Germany in the most gen- 
erous manner, but only on the admission of 
these two principles intact. : 

Other countries are how becoming vitally 
interested in the dispute. Italy and Turkey 
are watching the trend of events closely. 
Italy is looking to Tripoli, which is sill part 
ef the Ottoman empire, for “compensation.” 
The majority of the Italian newr>apers are 
clamoring for the occupation of tat place 
and the army and navy are ready, but tie 
government will not act until the France 
Germany negotiations are ended.

. CATANIA, Sicily, Sept. 14—The river of 
lava from Mount Etna ig still advancing, 
sweeping everything before it. Thousands 
are being driven from their homes. 

The 20,000 inhabitants of Castiglione and 
Francavilla have turned their backs on their 
homes, fleeing before the advancing flow of 
lava. Both towns are threatened with de- 
struction. 

When the stream wae within three miles 
of Castiglione and Francavilie the people 
eee their portable property ane made 

for the higher places, 

Hoping to check the advance of the leva, 
Peasanta in other sections are erecting be- 
fore their vineyards and homes crosses of 
sticks and place on top pictures of the Ma- 
donna and the saints, but these barriers of 
faith haye not stopped the flow. 


‘Peasants Crazed; Bishop to Scene. 

Crowds of peasants gather to knee! and 
beat iheir breasts, calling for mercy and de- 
claring that this must be a punishment for 
their sins. Mer. Arista; bishop of Actreale, 
has gone to the front to encourage the faith- 
ful, to conduct services, lead the processiona, 
and impart a benediction to the people. 

The discharge from the crater and new 
fissures increases in volume. 

The main stream pouring down thé north- 
eastern side of the volcano has made its way 
sluggishly over the foothills toward the 
base, crossed the railway and invaded the 
valley of the Alcantara. 


Stream Cuts Off Water Supply. 

Today the front, fifty feet high and a third 
of a mile wide, broke over a long declivity 
and, gathering velocity, forced the peasant 
dwellers in its path to make a hurried re- 
treat.

It is generally consid- 
ered best to heat the sugar and add it to the 
juice after the latter has boiled a little while 
—twenty minutes if much water has been used.

A disk wet in alcohol or brandy is safer, as 
these destroy mold spores which may develop 
under paraffin. A heavy layer of sugar is 
sufficient protection for small amounts of 
rather stiff jellies.

Two Blocks Required for Site. 

The treasury department has reached the 
conclusion that no one block in or near fhe 
mailing center of Chicago now availabie for 
this new office is big enough. Therefore, it 
is the ultimate plant to occupy both block 
-29 and 44. Thie means the closing of Jeffer- 
son street. 

The government will use as much of the 
$1,750,000 as may be necessary to acquire 
block 20. This will prevent the railroad com- 
pany from converting the property inte a 
freight yard. At the next session of congress 
at least $1,000,000 will be asked for with whieh 
te take over block 44. 

A tentative plan for. the new postoffice 
dullding has been considered. It was designed 
for use by the congressional committee in

Building for Future Needs. 

Officials of the postoffice and treasury de- 
partments predict that within ten years the 
site now proposed for the new office will be 
in the exact mailing center of the city.

charter member ot the Chicago Audu- 
bon society, burned her 6300 collection of 
aigrettes Wednesday, just to demonstrate to 
her friends how she cieproved of aigrette 
wearing. Tau shaggy plumes stil are 
flaunted from her picture hats, however. 


Learns of Torture to Birds. 

“If it's a sin to wear ostrich plumes, it's a 
tiny one.“ Mrs. Hammer said yesterday, 
“because ostriches are such large birds and 
amply able to defend themselves. But the 
poor heron that gives its feathers for 
aigrettes is a gentle, small creature. 

“The aigrettes are yielded by the female he- 
rons and just at a time when their young are 
hatched. To give the algrettes.a desired curi 
the feather is twisted in the heron’s breast 
while it ts still alive. I can’t look on aigrettes 
any more without thinking of the torture the 
peaceful birds must endure because of wom- 
an's vanity. Then when the mother bird 
is dead all the young die, too. It seems to me 
that no woman with true motherly instinct 
can wear aigrettes after learning this. 

The movement that started in America 
against the wearing of aigrettes seems to 
have languished. But I am going to take it 
up and visit all my friends and see that they 
destroy or store away their aig ettes. 1 
hated to burn mine because they cost so 
much and were so pretty. 


Decides to Burn Aigrettes. 

I had worn the algrettes before I joined 
the Audubon society when it was organized 
fifteen years ago. Then I learned it was 
wrong and had them stored away. ever 
since, reluctant to burn them. At a lunch- 


| eon Tuesday a lady explained to me how the 


feathers-were plucked from the birds. Then 
I resolved to burn mine at once. 

Now, about those ostriches. I have vis- 
ited a number of ostrich farms and find that 
tue birds are wonderfully well taken care of. 
They have plenty to eat and never need 
worry about anything. Everybody has to 
suffer a Httle in life, and if these big birds 
are hurt when the plumes are pulled out, 
why, it’s small payment, it seems to me, for 
all the good time they have.“

New York, Sept. 14.—[Special.]—Trading 
in stocks was more active today than on any 
day since Aug. 16. That, too, was a day of 
heavy declines in the stock market, which 
much re bled,today’s session on the stock 
exchange, with the difference, however, that 
there was much more rebound from the low 
prices today than occurred on the similar day 
of heavy trading a month ago. : 

In the interval prices had fallen consider- 
ably, and, as lower levels are reached, it is 
natural that the ability of the market to re- 
cover from periods of acute depression should 
increase. 5 

Today's upturn from the early declines (no 
less than fifty-eight new low prices for the 
year were recorded) was sufficient to wipe out 
most of or all the declines in a number of the 
active stocks and to bring actual net gains 
in a few.
